The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

2. Claims 1-5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

Newly-amended independent claim 1 is indefinite and unclear in that lines 
10-17 as amended are unclear in the context of claim 1 . Particularly, on line 1 1 
of claim 1 , it is unclear what "is set such that . . . 

Dependent claims 2-5 are unclear in that they depend from unclear 
independent claim 1 . 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made In this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 

4. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Tanaka C226) 
or Taguchi (EPO Patent Publication 0142733 A2) or Jones (GB 2262341 A) or Lachevin 
(FR 2692363 A1). 

Independent claim 6 as newly-amended merely claims structure to 
transmit a wave, receive the reflected wave, determine the time of transit, and 
calculate the distance based on the time. This reads on most modern TDR 
devices. The four applied references each state clearly that the time from 
transmission to reflection is determined and that it is used to calculate distance to 
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the target. For example, the abstract of Lachevin (FR 2692363 A1 ) clearly states 
that the distance is obtained by multiplication of the time by the "speed of 
propagation of ultrasonic waves." See section 57 on the face of Lachevin (FR 
2692363 A1). 

5. Claim 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the rejection(s) 
under 35 U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action. 

6. Claims 2-5 would be allowable if rewritten to overcome the rejection(s) under 35 
U.S.C. 112, 2nd paragraph, set forth in this Office action and to include all of the 
limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims.
